Participating in Michael's ordination service were his wife Rebecca, his parents Jeff and Mary, and his 
brother and sister-in-law Phillip and Shannon, as well as members and leaders of the congregation in 
Lincolnshire and important guests who contributed to the development Michael's ministerial identity, 
including: Teresa Dulyea-Parker (Regional Minister and President in the Illinois-Wisconsin Region); Christal 
Williams (Associate Regional Minister in the Illinois- Wisconsin Region; Kristine Culp (Dean of the Disciples
